CHAPTER 200.

AN ACT relating to the duties of the clerks of
courts of record, and to determine the liens of
judgments.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SEctioN 1. 1t shall be the duty of every clerk
of a court of record, in addition to his other duties
- as provided by law, to keep as part of the rec-
ords of such court, a daily journal or book, in
which every judgment or decree affecting real es-
tate shall, at the proper time, be entered by him
immediately before such judgment or decree shall
be docketed. After the entry of such judgment
or decree affecting real estate in the daily journal,
the clerk shall, at once, docket the same, as now
provided by law. All such judgments or decrees
affecting real estate shall be numbered consecu-
tively, commencing with the number “ one,” and
shall be entered in such daily journal thus:
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Statutes of SECTION 2. A judgment or decree affecting real
Jugmentor  ogtate shall only be a lien from the time it is ac-
tually docketed, and its priority as a lien shall be
determined by its number on such daily journal.
No judgment or dicree affecting real estate,
which shall be docketed and dated back to a time
prior to its actual entry in the judgment docket,
shall be a lien upon real estate or notice to a pur-
chaser for value. Every clerk who shall docket
a judgment or decree with a date or time other
than the date and time of its actual entry, or shall
neglect to docket the same at the proper time,
shall be liable to the party injured in treble

damages.

For every entry upon such daily
g ety journal the clerk shall receive a fee of twenty
cents.

CHAPTER 201.

AN ACT amendatory of section 4769, chapter
194, of the revised statutes, entitled, “of pro-
ceedings in criminal cases in justice court.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

Procedingsin ~ SECTION 1. Section 4769, of the revised statutes,
is hereby amended, by adding thereto, at the end
thereof, the following: And in any case for any
violation of a law of the states relating to the sale
of intoxicating liquors and drioks, to give notice
thereof to the district attorney of the county,and
to delay the proceeding a reasonable time for
him, or for some attorney, in his behalf, and upon
his written request to appear and conduct the
same on behalf of the state.

SectioN 2. This act shall be in force from and
after its passage and publication.
